IN INCLORIOUS BECINNING, 
THE LOUISIANA QUESTION SUMMARILY DISPOSED OF. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 6.—The Democrats 
of the House barely eacaped committing a fatal 
political blunder. Their cowardice and not their 
principles prevented. The leaders and the ma. 
jority of their party sought to open up the Low 
isiana question by raising a question as to the 
validity of the Kellogg Government; by, in fact. 
deuying its validity. This they proposed to do 
by preventing Morey, a Republican from Louis- 
iana, from being sworn in, and by sending him 
to tne Committee on Elections. They did not 
succeed. Fernando Wood, with an assurance 
which showed his confidence in the majority 
behind bim, claimed the Bourbon leadership. 
He fonod before the day had ended that his 
leadership was repudiated and his political sa- 
gacity impeached. He objected te the swearing 
in of Morey, of Louisiana, and offered a resolu- 
tion referring the matter of the contest between 
Morey and William D. Spencer to the Committee 
on Elections, to report which of said claimants 
was entitled to the seat, Both of these gentle- 
men held cortificates from both Kellogg and Mo- 
Enery, and he was opposed to giving either man 
„ seat until the Committee had decided the 
question. The Republicans were 

QUICK TO SEE THEIR VANTAGE GROUND, 

and showed that they had at least two men equal 
to the role—Blaine and Wheeler. Blaine was 
quick upon his feet. The debate upon the 
Louisiana question, which, it had been gup- 


} posed, was forever ended, seemed about to be 


opened. The Democrats seemed prepared to 
repudiate the Wheeler compromise. McEnery 
had done no official act except to sign creden- 
tials. Lamar, to the surprise of all the old 
House, came to the support of Wood, and eu- 
deavored to secure the reopening of the 
case and the defeat of the Wheeler 
compromise. Lamar's action to-day was the 
more surprising from his professed conservative 
views, and his action in the last Congress re- 
specting the Wheeler compromise. At least 
one member of the Wheeler Committee is pre- 
pared to siate that last winter Lamar offered to 
vote for the recognition of Kellogg de facto 
Governor if it was necessary to secure the 
passage of the resolution, which did pass, and 
which it was thought had definitely settled the 
—— Lamar, by his conduct to-day, has 

ne much to lose the high esteem which he bad 
won among Republicans for bis fairness, as he 
permitted partisan zeal to stultify his own 
record. Blaine saw 

THE WEAKNESS OF LAMAR’S POSITION, 

and seized the opportunity to deliver one of 
those oloquent and effective three-minute 
speeches for which heiefamous. He said Mo- 
Enery’s zeal was impertinent. His giving a cer- 
tificate was a bold, presumptuous fraud, and he 
hoped the dominant party in the House, in the 
hot zeal of its advent to power, would not thus 
inaugurate a measure which would trample upon 
States rights and be an outrage upon common 
decency. It was decided by tue House last year, 
in the Louisiana adjustment, that Kellogg was 
the legal Governor of Louisiana. He wanted to 
kmow now if the other side would now trample 
upon the agreement so solemnly made last win- 
ter, when it was understood that the Louisiana 
case was to be considered settled. 

Holman, of Indiaua, first made a break in the 
Democratic ranks. He said the House knew 
that for three — Kellogg had been the acting 
aod de facto vernor of the State. As to the 
de jure question, that could be settled by the 
Courts, bereafter. He deemed it wiser, safer, 
and better that the name of Mr. Morey be placed 
on the rolls and the member sworn in. The roil- 
call was demanded on ordering the main ques- 
tion. The result was; yeas, 135; nays, 134— 
several Democrats near foot of the roli-call 
voting vo, and .

They have all 
deemed it important to come here clothed with 
certificates from each of these so-called Gov- 
ernors. He did not propose to raise on this in- 
quiry the question as to who was or who was not 
Governor of Louisiana, The question to be 
determined in tbe first place was whether Morey 
presented credentials that entitled him to a seat 
on this floor. 

Mr. Wheeler said he had trusted that the ques- 
tion as to who was Governor of Louisiana had 
been set at rest. at least until a general election, 
and regretted that for a paltry advantage it 
should be again raised. Not only bad Keilogg 
been recognized as Governor of Louisiana by 
the President of the United States and by both 
Housse, but also by the e of Louisiana, 
and by a solemn statute by its Legisia- 
ture at its extra seesion held last April. Be- 
sides, this man Spencer had absolutely fore- 
closed himeelf by having made himself a con- 
testant of Freye. Is there on the record since 
the election held in 1872 in Louisiana a single 
official act of McEnery except this single one of 
signing these certificates ? Not one. 

Ir. Wood remarked that the question settled 
last session had been confined entirely to the 
relations of the Legislature, not to the election 
of Governor. 

Mr. Lamar said that the Clerk of the House 
had made known to the House the existence of 
a controversy, not only with reference to the 
merits of the question, but with reference to the 
prima-facie right to sit in the House. The 
House was in possession of the fact that there 
was such a controversy. It might be a very sim- 
ple and a very intelligible question, but still it 
was a question, of law as as to whetber 
this certificate was signed by the proper 
Governor or not. It had been crystalized into a 
regular parliamentary law that a question in- 
volving prima-facie right, as well as the merits 
of the case, should be referred to the Committee 
op Elections. 

Mr. Biaine asked Mr. Lamar whether in the 
history of the House he knew of any case where 
the credentials, or pseudo credentials, of a mem- 
ber, signed by a pretended Governor who bad 
never been recognized as Governor by any de- 
partment of the United States, or by his own 
State, had been referred to & commit- 
tee. He trusted that his friend (Lamar), with 
his well-known moderation, would restrain his 
party from placing on record such an outrage, 
not only on State rights, of which he (Lamar) 
was such an examplar aud advocate, but on the 
rules of common decency a well. 

Mr. Lamar remarked that the question whether 
one of these pretended Governors was the real 
Gavernor or not was the very question to be re- 
ferred to the Committee. 

Mr. Blaine—Then I understand the gentleman 
to mean that this is the formal opening of the 
whole Louisiana case, and not merely a question 
ae to the seat of a member. 

Mr. Lamar—The gentieman simply under- 
stands that a question which the 
C.erk of the House has remitted to the 
House—whetber or not it involves the other 
question as to the validity of the Gubernatorial 
incumbent of Louisieva is a question which 
ought not to be decided informaliy or by the 
mere seating of a member. but ought to be 
formally referred to a committee and gravely 
avd maturely decided. 

Mr. Biaine asked whether it was not a matter 
of history that last year, in what was known as 
the Louisiana adjustment, it was perfectly un- 
derstood that the vote of the House declaring 
Kellogg to be Governor was 6 final 
settlement, aod whetber the vener 
able gentleman from Georgia (Stephens 
the very Nestor of the Democratic party. h 
not yoted with the Republicans, in order avow- 
edly that it might be a final settlement. Did 
his honorable friend (Lamar) come here now to 
head a new movement to trample on the other 
side of the agreement, and reopen the whole 
case 7? 

Mr. Lamar admitted that there had been 3 
compromise last session, and that that compro- 
mise did acknowledge Kellogg as Acting-Gover- 
nor of Lousiana. 6 ho that the gentleman 
from New York would, acting on the suggestion 
of Mr. Hcar, modify his resolution by omitting 
the preamble, and merely referring the matter 
to the Committee on Elections with instructions 
to report on a prima facie case. 

Mr. Wood modified his resointion accordingly. 

The Clerk of the House, with per- 
mission of the House, made the follow- 
log statement: The controlling fact which 
in my judgment required me to accept the Kel- 
logg certificates was, that aw to the makin 
up of th? roll on the 4th of March last, there ha 
been a recognition by the House of Representa- 
tives of William Pitt Kellogg as Governor of 
Louisiana, and at that time be was de facto Gov- 
ernor of the State, in view of his recognition by 
the Executive branch of the Goverument, by all 
the Departments of the Government, aud by 
that part of the Legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment to which tue Clerk is responsible. I 
felt myself absolutely commanded, and there- 
fore I inserted the names returned by Gov. Kel- 
logg without any reference whatever to the po- 
litical aspect of the case 

After further discusdion, participated in by 
Holman, Banks, Cox, and Jones, the previous 
question was seconded, and the main question 
was ordered—yeas, 135; nays, 154. 

The question was then put on the resolution, 
and it was rejected. 

Mr. Blaine then moved that Frank Morey, hav- 
ing presented credentials signed in due form by 
Gov. Kellogg, be sworn in as a member. 

Mr. Randall suggested to strike out of the mo- 
tion that part recognizing Kellogy as Governor. 

Mr. Biaine said that he was perfectly willing 
to do so, and having so modified, the motion was 
agreed to without division, and Morey wag sworn 
in as a member.

The oath of office was then administered by 
the Speaker to the members, beginning with 
those from the New Engiaod States, who on 
being called, ranged themselves io the area m 
front of the Clerk's desk, and there, with up- 
lifted hands, went through their part of the 
ceremony. What ie knowo as the iron-ciad oath 
was tue form administered to members gener- 
ally, but sixty-one of the Southern members 
being unable to take the oath, the modified oath 
was admiuistered to them. 

TOLD TO STAND DOWN. 

Mr. Wood (N. v.) objected to Morey, of Lonis- 
jana, and Mr. Garfield objected to Goode, of 
Virginia. Therefore these gentlemen were not 
permitted to qualify. 

The question as to the right of Goode, was 
subsequentiy taken up, and, after a bort dis- 
cnssion, Goode was sworn in as a member, taking 
the modified oath.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS.

‘THE TEXAS BORDER TROUBLES. 


Fruitiess Negotiations. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 
Wasnrneron, D. C., Dec. 6.—J. W. Foster, 
our Minister to Mexico, is here, and has had a 
long consultation witn the President and Mr. 
Fish over the Mexican question. It is known 
that it will receive lengthy ettention in the 
Presidents message to-morrow. The following 
statement sets forth the present situation: In 
June last, Foster had along conversation with 
Lafragua, Mexican Foreign Minister, in relation 
to these border troubles, in which the whole sub- 
ject was discussed at some length. Foster re- 
ferred to the assurances hoe had previously re- 
ceived of the disposition of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment fo repress the troubles on the Rio 
Grande border, but said that these assurances were 
not sufficient, ia view of the fact that maraud- 
ings from Mexican territory.continued frequent, 
bold, and destructive, and caused much public 
excitement in Texas, and that it was expected 
that more energetic measures would be used by 
the Mexican authorities. Lafragua replied that 
his Government bad done all that it could on 
the border, where the. evil was common to both 
sides, and that raids occurred from Texas into 
Mexico as well. Foster then gave him a deciara- 
tion received from Mr. Fish that no incursions 
had been made into Mexican territory from 
Texas, and that proof was challenged to the con- 
trary: Lafragua said that the border troubles 
had. been much discussed by the Mexican 
President and his Cabinet, and that it 
was apparently impossible to suppress the evil 
absolutely, that all that could be expected was 
to restrain and diminish it as much as possible. 
The reasons why Mexico was unable to maintain 
peace and restrain raids from Mexico into Lexas, 
were, first, troops could not be sent to that quar- 
ter without fear of desertions; second, the in- 
ternal troubles of the country rendered it im- 
ossible ; and, third, in the state of the National 
reasury a eufficientiy large force could not be 
maintained on the Rio Grande. Mr. Foster then 
said that be was authorized to assure Lafragua 
that the Government of the United States had 
no information of any design of acquiring an 
extension of territory on that frontier, but 
the Governor and citizens of Texas were 
clamorous in their demands upon the Federal 
Government for protection, and that the public 
— in the United States, in reporting these 
reque 


ut incursions and depredations, was creat- 
ing a strong * sentiment in favor of an ag- 
gressional and vigorous policy on the part of the 
Government. The acknowledgment of the 
inability of his Government to restrain the law- 
lessness of its own citizens, as just made by him, 
would afford the strongest possible argument to 
those advocating the acquisition of territory. 
Lafragua said the adoption of any such policy 
would be a greater evil than the present troubles. 
Mr. Foster replied that. however much both 
Governments might regret it, in the light of such 
facts, with the continuance of the raids, the 
spirit of territorial acquisition could not fail to 
increase. Foster then suggested that permis- 
sion be given r troops of the United States 
to follow the rai across the border when in 
close pursuit, or, what would be still more et- 
ficacious, permissioh to temporarily occupy cer- 
tain points on the Mexican side where the 
raiders were accustomed to cross the river. La- 
f said the Executive bad no power to grant 
such permission without the consent of Con- 
gress, and that it would not be prudent to ask 
for this consent ; the sentiment of the country 
would not approve it. From this conversation 
it will be seen how difficult of solution the 
Mexican question is.

In a mo- 
ment the building whence the report came, No. 
523 Wabash avenue, was besieged by anxious in- 
quirers, and it finally was noised around that the 
inmate of one of the rooms of the house had 
shot himself. and that it had been done in the 
presence of a lady, and by his own hands. Sev- 
eral physicians were summoned, the first being 
called to attend a very sick person, but this and 
other subterfages failed to conceal the facts of 
the case, which, as near as could be gotten at last 
night, were as follows: The victim was R. B. 
Ford, one of the. publishers of the Com- 
mercial Advertiser, whose office is located 


in the Times Building. It appears that for 
some time Mr. Ford had been suffering from a 
species of melancholy akin to insanity, and that 
he bad been regarded as needing the care and 
oversight of some ove. In fact, his condition 
had been such that his brother came on from 
New York several days agotoattendhim. His 
trouble is said to have been bereditary to 
some extent, aud it is further said that. 
in earlier years, he was taken from school 
on account of mental depression. It is 
supposed that he shot himself while laboring 
under temporary insanity, which was produced 
by busmess reverses and his relations with a 
lady living on the West Side, to whom he had 
for some time been paying marked attention, 
but who had failed to reciprocate his affection.

HE SENT ron THE LADY, 

Miss Eva Furgeson, who lives on Walnut street, 
near Leavitt, to meet him at bis room Sun- 
day afternoon, but she did not heed him, 
but instead went to see him yesterday. 
She entered his room and found him 
walking the floor and very gloomy. He asked 
why she had not come to see him Sunday, for 
which she made some excuse not entirely satis- 
factory. Some words ensued, and be remarked, 
Will be out of the way very soon,“ or some- 
thing to that effect.

PLACED IT TO HIS BREAST AND DISCHARGED IT. 

The ball took effect in the upper leit breast, 
but the doctors differ very materially as to the 
course of the ball, though the wound, at a late 
hour last night, it was thought could not but 
prove fatal. 

Yesterday afternoon the unfortanate man had 
an eogagement with bis brother at the Palmer 
House, but they did not meet there for some 
reason or another.

He appeared perfectly sane and conscious, and 
wanted the reporter to tell him what 
be was going to write about him, re- 
minding him that he was a newspaper 
man, and had seen a great deal of trouble. Miss 
Furgeson remained by him from the time of the 
shooting, but took t precaution to send for 
her mother, who was with her during the even- 
ing. She waited upon him, assisted the physi- 
cians, and manifested a deep interest and soltci- 
tude throughout. She would not converse with 
the reporters about the case, but it was under- 
stood that she was engaged tobe married to 
him, and that the letters he left her, which she 
was not allowed to open, would explain what- 
ever there was of mystery in the case. 

Mr. Ford was about 23 years of age, and his 
connections highly respectable. He was «a 
nephew of Dr. J. B. Bell, of this city, and came 
here several years ago from Dundee, New York. 
He was a sober, industrious, upright young man, 
and since here had been connected with the city 
press in various capacities prior to starting busi- 
ness for himself.

THE CAUSE UNKNOWN. 

The suicide by hanging of Eliphalet Nott ear- 

ly Sunday morning was followed by another and 
more tragic one yesterday morning, and the two 
are 80 linked together as to leave no 
doubt that the second was prompted by 
the first. As stated in yesterday's 
paper, Mr. Nott was a member of 
a prominent commission firm, His office was

_ Yesterday morning the inmates of his board- 
ing-house on Michigan avenue, near T'wenty- 
second street, were startled by hearing a shot in 
Mr. Thomas’ room, and on entering it the un- 
fortunate young man was found lying upon his 
bed in the greatest y with a large builet- 
hole clear through his head. He lingered in 
this condition until about 10 o'clock, when death 
ended his sufferings. Pinned to the wail above 
his head was a request to the landlady of 
the house to at once inform Mr. Casper E. 
Mantz or Mr. Nicodemus, both in the employ of 
the Phenix Insurance Company, at 160 LaSalle 
street. For the former gentleman he left a 
note, stating that accumulating misfortunes 
were the cause of the rash act. tte had a small 
deal of wheat on hand upon which he had al- 
ready lost some few dollars, but beyond this 
there was nothing known of his hfe that could 
be called a misfortune, unless it was his illness. 
Mr. Mantz states that the note contained noth- 
ing except of a personal nature, such as sugges- 
tions regarding the sending of his body to bis 
relatives. Not one word was given as to the 
cause of the deed, or that would indicate any- 
thing except a depression of spirits. Although

They stated that they had as yet re- 
ceived uo notice that the New Orleans Road had 
defaulted, though they belieyed the report to be 
correct. The easurer’s office was at New 
York, and consequentiy they were not fully 
posted as to the financial situation of the roads, 
They could not state what steps they would take 
if the report proved to be correct. In spite of 
this assertion,it is the general opinion in railroad 
circles that the Illinois Central will soon assume 
control of the New Orleans Road.

New York, Dec. 6.—The raat Bit in- 
formed thet the steam Thyra was pur- 
chased by Capt. Fowler, of Bridgeport, Conn., 
fitted out for a long sea and was cleared 
for Porto Rico. It is believed by some persons 
that Tweed escaped on this vessel; and it is 
asserted that a longer time was permitted for 
escape before giving the alarm than was statod 
by Warden Dunham.

I satisfied myself while there that, with the expendi- 
ture of a moderate amount of money, roads could be 
located so that travel through the Park sg be easy 
and unimpeded.

by Congress looking toward the ousroring * interior 
roads, in order tbat the inacceasible localities of the 
Park be opened to the public, the War Department 
could, through its Engineer Corps, with economy and 
at moderate expense, do much toward accomplishing 
what is desired, and the roads so made would be im- 


portant for military uses. 

The curiosities of the Park are rapidly being des- 
troyed. How they can be preserved is a problem, but 
they should be saved; and, if authority were given to 
the War Department to make 8 survey of the routes 
alluded to, and to station one or two companies of 
troops in or near the Park for the purpose of prevent- 
ing spollation, which will otherwise frequently occur, 
I have no doubt that the result would be satisfactory. 

THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION, 

The officer designated, in purevance of the Presi- 
dent’s order of Jan. 23, 1874, to take charge of the con- 
tribution to bé made by the War Department at the 
International Exhibition of 1876, has labored to organ- 
ize the means within the Department of makinga dis- 
play of our war-materials equal in extent and variety 
to any similar contribution to like exhibition in this 
or foreign countries, Co-operation on the part of the 
several oontributiug burtaus bas been secured 
through the medium of otheers selected by their 
respective chiefs, and to whose duties has 
been euperadded that of collecting, arranging, and 
disposing of the articles and materials designed to be 
displayed, under the direction of the officer . 
to. The total expense of making a full and satisfac- 
tory exbibit of our war-materials has heretofore been 
estimia at $200,009, Congress, at the last session, 
appropriated only $133,000 of this amount, aud bur. 
dened the appropriation with @ pro-rata share of the 
expense of any building that might be erected for the 
accommodation of the entire Government exhibit. 
Experience has shown that the amount thus left for 
the practical exhibit of the War Department is inide- 
quate; and I recommend that Congress supplement 

the appropriation already made with a further one 
granting sufficient to make up the sum of $200,000 for

He has raised a large 
family of children, and the whole of them, from 


father down, have been a reproach to the neigh- 
borheod. John Owen, a son, has served a 
term in the Obio Penitentiary, and his 
brother George is now a fugitive from 
justice. Petty thieving of every deacrip- 
tion is laid at the doors of the members of the 
family; bence it is no wonder they do not 
hold places in the affection of their neighbors. 
The father is now in the neighborhood of 60 
years of uge. For a long time he bas been in 
the babit of sallying forth from his home after 
nightfall and making himself obnoxious by his 
general eussedness. A favorite pastime with 
him was following ladies on the streets, and 
frightening them by his peculiar behavior. He 
has been detected several times eneaking about 
the back windows of residences and peering in 
for the purpose of seeing ladies preparing for 

. One morning last week he was discovered 
snéaking about a house in his customary man- 
ner, and was confronted by several gentlemen, 
to whom he denied evil purposes. He was not 
believed, however, and the story of his detec- 
tion becoming generally known, there wae 
aroused an intense feeling of indigna- 
tion against him, which finally grew to 
a storm, and there was a general expression 
of the feeling that he deserved swift and 
heroic punishment. To this feeling then may 
be attributed the assembling ether of about 
forty men ata late hour Saturday night, who 
masked themselves and proceeded to Owen's 
house and called him out, then seized and bound 
him, aod took him to the common some distance 
away, and after stripping him of his clothing 
gave bim a comdlete suit of tar, which they 
ornamented profusely with feathers, The old 
man beeged piteousiy for mercy, and prayed 
earnestly and zoalouslt to his Maker, ut his 
torturers would not desist, and threatened to 
hang him unless be should teh what he knew of 
numerous robberies that have been committed 
in the neighborhood. The old man pleaded his 
innocence, and declared he bad no knowledge 
of the robberies. Then he was released, and the 
mob returned to his house to look for his son 
Joho, with a view to treating him to s new suit 
like his father’s. Bat John is a wary bird, and, 
@melling the battle from afar, he quietly stole 
away like a thief in the night.” 

But these brave Regulators” bad their blood 
up, aod must have more sport ere they dispersed. 
So they cast around for another victim. Ihe lot 
fell this time to an innocent, law-abiding geutle- 
man, by the name of Jacob Dolby, whose crime 
was renting a room for a saloon.

MR. LAMAR’S SPEECH. 

The New York World sings an exulting 
pen of triumph over the speech delivered 
by Mr. Lamar, as Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Congressional caucus, on Saturday last. 
It is the first time it has had tosing for many 
years, and, while we have no objection to its 
singing, it may be instructive to find ont 
what itis singing about. By way of pref- 
ace, we are willing to admit that Mr. Lamar 
is one of the ablest, most polished, fairest- 
minded, and most influential men in the 
Sonth. He stood high in the old Congress 
before the War. He is a man of fine ability 
and elegant address, and is eloquent of speech. 
He went into the Rebellion with much reluc- 
tance, according to his own representation. 
He is not a hater of the North, nor a man 
who cherishes resentments, and is perhaps 
as fair a type of a reconstructed Rebel as 
the South can present among its most promi- 
nent men. As such he was put forward as 
the Chairman of the caucus without any op- 
position upon the part of either of the three 
candidates for the Speakership or their back- 
ers. He represented the majority sentiment 
of the caucus, aud, as far as he was allowed 
to, the Democratic platform and policy of the 
House of Representatives. 

We are exultingly told by the World that 
„Mr. Lamar’s speech will arouse a cordial 
and responsive echo in every Democratic 
heart from Maine to Texas, from New York 
to California.” What are the propositions 
that are going to produce this remarkable ef- 
fect? It is easy to sift out those to which 
the Republican party will make no objection, 
and which we are glad to be assured are go- 
ing to arouse the Democratic echoes. They 
are the propositions to pay the national 
debt in full in the world’s money; to make 
the paper currency equal with that of any 
nation on the earth; to reduce the expenses 
of the Government; to adopt such a system 
of taxation as will bring in the required rev- 
enue with the fewest restrictions upon com- 
merce and with the least burden to the 
farmers and laborers; aud to ferret out and 
punish corruptions. All these propositions 
cover Republican ground, and we are glad to 
be assured that their enunciation is bound to 
raise an echo in every Democratic heart. 
Having sifted these out, there still remain 
two propositions which are open to discus- 
sion. Mr. Lamar says: 

There has been for some time in the public mind a 
eonviction profound and all-pervading that the 
Civil Service of the country has not been directed from 
considerations of public good, but from those of party 
profit, and for corrupt, selfish,and unpatriotic de- 
signe. The people demand at our hands a sweeping 
and thorough reform, which shall be conducted ina 
spirit that will secure the appointment to places of 
trust and responsibility the honest, the experienced, 
and the capable. 

This conviction has been profound and all- 
pervading not-only for ‘‘ some time,” but 
for many years. It has existed ever since the 
days of AnpbREW Jackson's Presidency, when 
the Democratic party destroyed the Civil Ser- 
vic, and adopted as a party motto: To the 
victors belong the spoils.” When they adopt- 
ed this ruinous policy, they made office-hold- 
ing purely partisan in character, and they 
carried out that policy from 1828 to 1861 
with such completeness that, during all that 
time, there was not an office-holder under the 
Federal Government who held his place be- 
cause of his ability to fill it, but because he 
was a Democratic partisan. During all these 
years they have carried out this policy, not 
only in the offices under the Federal Govern- 
ment, but in State, county, municipal, and 
town offices, wherever they have been 
in power. Every office has been filled 
with. partisans for partisan purposes. 
Men of ability, and intelligence, and 
honesty have been ruthlessly turned out to 
make room for partisans. The very caucus 
which Mr. Laman was addressing is a notable 
illustration of the truth of this assertion. 
Every office which it had in its gift, down to 
the Doorkeeper, was tendered to a partisan, 
and even a partisan Chaplain was selected to 
pray for them and look after their religious 
interests who had made himself so obnoxious 
in Connecticut during the War by his polit- 
ical principles” that he was put out of the 
State, according to the dispatches, —the “ polit- 
ical principles,” of course, meaning sym- 
pathy with the attempt to break up the

This is another proposition which is going 
to rouse the Democratic echoes, What is 
this inspiration of the Democratic party” ? 
What is this primitive strength and authori- 
ty” which Mr. Laman wishes to see revived 
this winter, and which he puts forth in such a 
plausible manner? Nothing more nor less 
than the old Democratic doctrine of State 
Sovereignty,” with all the dangers and abuses 
that it implies,—the doctrine that the Federal 
Union is but a partnership or league of 
States, in which each is jndependent and 
free to do as it pleases, even to the right of 
secession, whenever it is so disposed. It was 
that Democratic doctrine which led to the 
terrible Civil War; which upheld slavery with 
all its abuses and cruelties; which drove the 
Supreme Court to make the Drep Scorr de- 
cision; which set up ideas inimical to the 
Union of the- States; which took charge of 
fifteen State ernments and set them up 
as independent # the Federal Government ; 
which filled hundreds of thousands of men in 
the North with the same ruinous principles; 
which involved the country in its tremendous 
debt; which filled the cemeteries with the 
very flower of Northern and Southern youth 
and the whole country with widows and 
orphans. And this is what rouses an echo in 
every Democratic heart! This is what Mr. 
Lamar desires the Democratic party to re- 
call and revive” this winter! We had hoped 
this destructive doctrine was dead and buried, 
and that this inglorious history of the Demo- 
cratic party was not to be revived ; but it now 
appears that the party which commenced by 
destroying the Civil Service and almost de- 
stroyed the Union is now bent upon destroy- 
ing the hope that all these bitter memories 
had passed away, and restoring once more 
that woful dogma of State Sovereignty, in- 
stead of burying it forever and atoning for 
its offenses of the past by giving some guar- 
antee for the future. 


SOUTHERN CLAIMS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

Tue Turnen has anticipated, ever since it 
has been known that there is a large Demo- 
cratic majority in the popular branch of the 
present Congress, that desperate efforts 
would be made to introduce and allow claims 
against the Government growing out of the 
War of Rebellion, heretofore excluded by the 
bar of disloyalty on the part of the claimants. 
Our later Washington adviees indicate that 
this fear is well-grounded. The way has 
been partly opened in the past by the estab- 
lishment of the Southern Claims Commission, 
whose life has been extended from time to 
time, and whose province has been to ex- 
amine into claims for damages suffered by 
Southerners who were true to the Union. 
But, even under this restriction, it is evident 
that a vehicle was furnished for disloyal 
claimants to get a hearing, and many of 
them on an uncontested ez-parte state- 
ment. There have been 22,000 claims 
presented to this Commission, aggregat- 
ing more than $60,000,000. While the 
great bulk of these has been disallowed 
on account of disloyalty, there is little 


doubt that men in open rebellion against the 


Government or in full sympathy with the 
Rebels have been reimbursed for their losses 
incident to the War. Ours is the only Gov- 
ernment in the world that undertakes to re- 
imburse losses that grow out of a war, and it 
was found necessary to reduce the principle 
of international law (that treason is a for- 
feiture of property-rights) to a statute; and 
on March 2, 1867, the following joint resolu- 
tion was adopted by Congress: 
That, until otherwise ordered, it shall be unlawful 
for any officer of the United States Government to pay 
any sccount or demand against said Government 
which accrued or @xisted prior to April 18, 1861, in 
favor of any person who promoied, encouraged, or in 
any manner sustained the late Rebellion; or in favor 
of any person who, during said Rebellion, was not 
known to be opposed thereto, and distinctly in favor of 
its suppression ; and no pardon heretofore granted, or 
hereafter to be granted, shall authorize the payment of 
such account, claim, or demand, until this resolution 
is modified or repealed: Provided, That this resolu- 
tion shall not be construed to prohibit the payment of 
claims founded upon contracts made by any of the 
Departments, when such claims were assigned, or con- 
tracted to be assigned, prior to April 1, 1561, to credit 
ors of said contractors, loyal citizens of loyal States, 
in payment of debts incurred prior to March 1, 1861. 

The first step toward the admission of 
Southern disloyal claims will be the repeal of 
this resolution, and there will unquestion- 
ably be an effort made to bring it about. 
How much strength such a movement will 
assume cannot perhaps be determined till 
the latter end of the session ; but every evi. 
dence of it must be vigorously denounced 
and opposed from the earliest moment. The 
repeal of the above resolution will make 
room for claims to which there will be no 
end in number and no limit in amount. The 
abrogation of the principle itself will lead not 
merely to an allowance of the claims of indi- 
vidual disloyalists, but of the corporations, 
public and private, and eventually perhaps 
to the payment for the emancipated slaves 
and the debt of the Confederate States. 
Once introduce the wedge, and there is no 
prophesying what may not be squeezed in. 
The only safeguard is the strict enforcement 
of the common-sense doctrine that disloyalty 
is a universal bar ayainst any and all classes 
of claims against the Government. 

The character of the claims which will be 
made against the Government under this pro- 
posed new departure is already defined. It 
will admit all those individual claims for 
property used or rent for quarters occupied 
where any receipts were given, and without 
any reference to the loyalty or disloyalty of 
the claimants. The old claim of the census. 
takers of 1860 in the Southern States will 
then be recognized, the bar to the payment 
of which has been that all claim was forfeited 
by subsequent secession and rebellion against 
the Government. The ante-bellum mail-con- 
tractors will also come in under the new dis- 
pensation; that is, those having contracts 
for the carrying of the mails on Southern 
routes which were cut off by the War will be 
paid asif they had fulfilled their contracts. 
In the same category belong the Postmasters 
of the Southern States, who claim that they 
had losses in postage-stampson hand; we pre- 
sume they will also set up a claim for pay 
during the entire interregnum, when the 
United States had no Postmasters in the 
cities where they were last located. All these 
claimants will not, of course, be satisfied 
with the original face of their alleged losses 
on account of the War, but will also demand 
interest thereon for the fifteen years during 
which they have been out of the money. The 
allowance of the principal will carry with it 
an allowance of the interest. 

Of a kindred nature with these claims for 
direct money-allowance as a reward for rebell- 
ion are the proposed raids on the 
for the recovery of money paid into it, or re- 
leage from obligations to the Government.

There will likewise be a movement in 
behalf of the Southern railroads to escape 
the payment of the Government claims 
for the property sold to them on 
credit after the War, which alone 
enabled them to resume business, which was 
probably the greatest boon that could have 
been conferred on the Southern people, and 
which did more than anything else to assist 
their revival in commerce. Then these s0- 
called claims, either for reimbursement 
for losses on account of disloyalty or for im- 
munity from debts justly due, will be fol- 
lowed by schemes for vast improvements at 
Government expense, in favor of which the 
Southerners are to waive their cher- 
ished doctrine of States’ Rights. 

If we ignore the principle involved in this 
raid of the disloyalists, the practical ques- 
tion arises: Who is to pay all these claims? 
This is a question which every intelligent 
citizen who is not a claim-broker will ask his 
Congressional Representative, whether he 
comes from the South or the North. These 
claims can only be paid by taxation. The 
Government revenues are not now in excess 
of the Government expenses, and are not 
likely to be for some time to come. There 
is no way to meet any extraordinary demand 
upon the Government, then, except by foro- 
ing the money from the people by increased 
taxation, or increasing the public debt, 
which amounts to the same thing. The 
South and the North are one country 
again, and the former must contribute its 
share both now and in the future to the pay- 
ment of any Government moneys on any ac- 
count. Are the Southern people, as a whole, 
any more willing than the Northern peuple to 
throw open the Public Treasury to a horde 
of claim-agents ? This is the question which 
every Southern Congressman who desires to 
keep faith with his constituents must ask 
himself, For even the base consideration of 
Southern loyalty to the Lost Cause ” can- 
not change the fact that Government moneys 
paid out now or in the future on account of 
Southern claims will never reach the suffer- 
ers, either loyal ar disloyal, but will be di- 
vided among the claim-agents, brokers, at- 
torneys, lobbyists,—perhaps also among the 
Congressmen who vote toallowthem. The 
burden is one the American people will not 
endure with patience, and the Democratic 
Congress had better/spare itself the disgrace 
of a course that will never be permitted to 
obtain, and Gin only result in their over- 
whelming defeat and discomfiture. 


‘A PYRAMID ON ITS APEX. 

The theoretical financiers are putting their 
predictions and opinions about the London 
money market on record freely. Bacznor, 
editor of the London Zconomist, Bonamy 
Price, Professor of Political Economy at Ox- 
ford, Jzvons, author of the best book yet 
published on Money,” all agree that there 
is something radically and dangerously wrong 
about the present system. Bacsznor devotes 
some very earnest pages in his Lombard 
Street to the porils of the One-Reserve ar- 
rangement of the English banks. In his 
chapter on the Bank of England and the 
money market, Jzvons prophesies that if 
something is not done to keep the reserve of 
cash in higher proportion to the liabilities of 
the banks there will be panics in the future 
more disastrous than those in the 
past. Taking the average of the calculations 
of Parerave and Moxon, it appears that the 
actual cash reserve is not more than 5 per 
cent of the liabilities of the banks. The en- 
tire fabric of Englands commerce and 
finance would be overthrown if her mer- 
chants and other depositors should, on an 
emergency, ask for more than one-twentieth 
of the sums owed th Should they do 
this, the banks would payment, and 
ruin would be univ In a letter to the 
Financier, Prof. Bon Paice attacks the 
Bank of England for its mistaken policy 
about the relation of the rate of discount to 


the export of gold. It is a maxim with the 


Bank Directors to raise the rate of discount 
whenever gold 1s going out of the country to 
such an extent as to deplete the reserves. 
They did this lately, raising the rate from 2 
to 4 per cent, and brought upon themselves 
the exposure of their loss of their his- 
toric control over the money-market. 
The Bank raised its rate to 4 per 
cent, but the joint-stock banks refused, as 
they had never done before, to follow the 
lead. They resisted the attempt of the Bank 
of England to make all merchants pay an ex- 
tra charge for their discounts because of the 
political demand from Germany for gold. 
The Professor discharges a great deal of 
rhetoric at the heads of the Bank of England 
Directors. He calls their theory “ fortuitous 
doctrine, built on no analysis, no knowledge, 
but on arbitrary and unscientific assump- 
tion, ete. This is not all that is to be said. 
The theory that the export of gold needed to 
be watched and checked any more than any 
other export would be, of course, absurd in a 
free money-market. But the money-market is 
not free. The Bank charter, the Bank act, 
and other interfering causes, have altogether 
changed its natural condition. For instance, 
the reserve, instead of being kept by 
each bank against its own liabilities, is by 
successive centralizations accumulated in the 
Bank of England. The reason for the sen- 
sitiveness of the Bank with regard to an ex- 
port of gold becomes apparent enough when 
the facts are known that the cash reserve of 
the English banks does not amount to more 
than one-twentieth of their liabilities ; that 
most of this is in the Bank of England, and 
that instant ruin would overwhelm all En- 
gland if that were not forthcoming when de- 
manded. Theory and practice can never 
agree till practice is made right. There is 
no living English economist of rank who 
does not reprobate the organization of the 
Bank of England. It is idle for Prof. Pricz 
to fall foul of practices rendered natural if 
not necessary by the exceeding instability 
of British finance. The terrible appre- 
hension constantly before the Bank of 
England Directors is that referred to in the

WHAT A GREENBACKER SAYS. 

Some days ago, Tax Txrsunz established, 
by incontrovertible argument, three facts,— 
first, that we could buy necessaries and other 
goods from foreign nations only if our cur- 
rency was exchangeable, by soine process or 
other, for the world’s currency, gold; second, 
that the amount of gold given for each dollar 
of the paper thus exchanged fixed the value 
or purchasing power of the whole paper cur- 
rency in the United States; and third, that 
gold-brokers exchanged gold for greenbacks 
mainly because there isa probability of ul- 
timate redemption of the latter. We asked: 
„How, then, if gold-redemption is openly 
abandoned, even in theory, is our currency to 
be exchanged into that of the world and the 
absolutely necessary international exchanges 
effected?” In reply to this question, we 
have received the lengthy, rambling, dis- 
jointed, and illogical letter from Mr. 
S. D. Canpznrer which we publish else- 
where. If he did not expressly say that he 
was trying to answer the question, we should 
never have suspected the fact from anything 
in his long letter. We should have painfully 
toiled through it, noticed such gross errors in 
simple matters of fact as the statement that 
the import duties annually amount to near 
$200,000,000,” instead of $160,000,000, as is 
the fact, and the astounding declaration that 
gold went down into the 70s” after the pas- 
sage of the Suremawn bill, or that the note- 
holders had lost $3,985,000 on broken Na- 
tional Banks, whereas they never lost a cent 
on these notes; and should have laid down 
the epistle, silently wondering what the 
writer was driving at, and whether his con- 
science would excuse his wasting so much 
paper and space on such worthless words. 
But Mr. CarnpenTer essays, as a member of 
the Executive Committee” of the National 
Independent Party,” and a signer of its plat- 
form and call, to give a satisfactory repiy to 
the query we put. We confine ourselves, 
then, to this one point. making no reference 
to the mass of irrelevant rubbish with which 
he overloads his pages and wearisomely 
lengthens his letter. 

On the supposition that his premise is per- 
fectly correct, his conclusion is wholly wrong. 
He says that money is valuable in propor- 
tion to the valuable uses it may be put to,” 
and that the Government’s allowing import 
duties to be paid in greenbacks instead of 
gold would so increase the use of greenbacks 
that they would become as valuable as gold. 
These few words, by the way, express every- 
thing there is in the nature of reply to our 
question in Mr. Carpznrer’s manuscript. 
Now let us see. Clearing-house statements 
and general trade statistics show that the 
property sold and transferred in this country 
and the wages paid amount to between 
eight and ten billions of dollars ($8,000,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000,000) every year. 
Greenbacks and bank notes are valuable 
for effecting all these exchanges. If 
they were also “ valuable” for paying the 
additional $160,000,000 of import duties, how 
much would this increase their uses and 
therefore their value? Just 2 per cent, since 
the $160,000, 000 is but one-ffftieth of $8,000, - 
000,000, or whole volume of transactions. As 
the greenback now vacillates at about 86 
cents on the dollar, 1t would, on the supposi- 
tion that Mr. Carras premise and 
method of reasoning are correet, be worth 2 
per cent more, or about 87 cents. The 
whole effect, therefore, of his flamboyant 
scheme of greenbacks for duties would be, 
according to his own logic, to raise the green- 
back 1§ cents in value on the dollar, or, in 
other words, to make what might be called 
the standard basis of the greenback dol- 
lar, the figures below and above which its 
worth constantly fluctuates, 87§ instead of 86 
cents, ä 

But the brokers are now willing to give a 
general average of 86 cents in gold for the 
paper dollar, first, because it is a legal- 
tender for existing debts, and second, be- 
cause there is a good chance of its ultimate 
redemption by the Government (and every 
note bears on its face a promise to redeem). 
Mr. CaRPEnTrerR makes some passing reference 
to redemption in the future by the Govern- 
ment, but gives no explanation of how it is 
to be done when the greenbacks are doubled 
in amount and the bank notes retired; nor 
what reason he has for thus contradicting the 
plain, irredeemable position of his redemp- 
tionless Independent party, as shown by the 
call he signed a few days ago, —a call that flatly 
negatives the idea of redemption at any time. 
His party's plan would destroy all chance or 
hope of redemption, while it would double the 
volume of greenbacks, and would so cut off 
the great reason for the present willingness 
of the brokers to pay even 86 cents for the 
greenback. The value, of the latter, there- 
fore, instead of rising to 87§ cents, would 
fall to 77, 67, 57, and so down, and as soon 
es the existing debts were paid off in the 
stuff,—as soon, that is, as every creditor had 
been legally cheated out of a part of his dues, — 
our currency would become worth continual- 
ly less and less, and finally sink to nothing. 
The Continental currency was a legal-tender, 
receivable for aii dues to the Government. 
What did it become worth ? 

The payment of the import duties ‘in gold 
provides the Government with the means of 
paying the interest on the national debt. If 
these duties were paid in greenbacks, how 
would the Government get the $104,000,000 
in gold needed every year for this purpose ? 
It could do so only by selling its greenbacks 
to gold-brokers for coin with which to pro- 
cure the gold necessary to pay the interest on 
its bonds. Could the Government buy gold 
for its notes on any better terms than mer- 
chants can with which to pay duties? What 
would be gained by receiving greenbacks 
from the importers for duties and then hav- 
ing to sell those greenbacks for gold with 
which to meet the interest on the bonds? 


pay interest on its debt, the would 
still be obliged to sell their currency to 
get gold to pay balances of trade, and the 
price in gold the merchants and the Gov- 
ernment could get for the notes sold in com- 
petition with each other would determine the 
value or purchasing power of the greenbacks.

As the Independents do not po- 
pose ever to redeem the greenbacks, who can 
tell how much the would give 
for them?

It is thus seen, without multiplying words, 
that Mr. Canrewrer’s scheme to abolish coin 
for duties would accomplish no good, and 
might do vast harm, and that it would bring 
the country not one inch nearer to a par cur- 
rency or to coin redemption of notes. 

The recent decision of Judge Jameson 
with reference to the burglary charged against 
Frank Ico and Cuarnizs Freun, although it 
appears to be within the law, nevertheless 
sets a dangerous precedent.

The 
statute reads: “ Whoever in the night-time 
willfully, and maliciously, and forcibly breaks 
and enters, or willfully and maliciously, with- 
out force (the doors or windows being open), 
enters into any dwelling-house, kitchen 
Office, shop, storehouse, warehouse, malt- 
house, stilling-house, mill, pottery, factory, 
water-craft, freight or passenger railroad-car, 
church, meeting-house, or any other building, 
with the intent to commit murder, robbery, 
rape, mayhem, larceny, or other felony, shall 
be deemed guilty of burglary,” ete. The 
statutes also define felony as a crime punish- 
able by death or imprisonment in the Peni- 
tentiary. In this case, as the thieves had 
taken but $4 worth of goods, and as nothing 
under $15 can send a man to the Peniten- 
tiary, their counsel raised the point that, as 
no felony had been committed, the indict- 
ment for burglary could not hold, and the 
Court sustained the point. If these men had 
broken into the building in the night-time } 
with the intention of committing a felony, | 
and had stolen nothing at all, they would | 
have been convicted, and that they cannot be 
convicted of burglary for stealing a less sum 
than constitutes a felony only shows that the 
law ought to be remodeled.

THE BABCOCK COURT-MABTIAL. 

The telegraph dispatches announced yester- 
day morning that Gens. Phil Sheridan, A. C. 
Terry, and W. F. Hancock had been appointed 
as the court-martial which is to try Gen. O. E. 
Babcock for alleged complicity in the St. Louis 
Whisky Ring. A Trisunx reporter visited Gen. 
Sheridan soon efter his apprisal of the fact, and 
by him was informed that the proceedings 
would, in all probability, be given to the public 
entire. Neither of the members of the court 
are known to be in favor of keeping the testi- 
mony secret, and so the people will have 
a full insight into the General’s case. 
A promivent Government official is of the opin- 
ion that no testimony will be taken. If Gen. 
Babcock’s complicity in the Ring is strongly in- 
dicated, he has undoubtedly been indicted by a 
St. Louis Grand Jury, aod in this case the 
Court of Inquiry would have nothing to pass upon 
antil after a civil tribunal had decided the case, 
and even then if Babcock was found guilty they 
coulan't hurt him, and if innocent they couldn't 
vindicate him.

THIS BABCOCK WHICH-IS-IT.

Sr. Louis, Dec, 6.—No indictment has been 
found against Babcock. A rumor has been in 
circulation during the day that an indictment 
had been found Saturday morning, and that a 
capias for the arrest of Babcock was now en rolite 
for Washington.

was tried, developments were expected that 
would disclose the true inwardneas of the Ring; 
but, his indictment being for the exceedingly 
mild offense of negiect of official duty, the case 
was open to the easy defense which was made, 
that Erekine was a guileless innocent, who had 
been imposed upon by wicked subordinates, 
and on that defense he was easily acquitted, a 
brace of his own subordinates takiog the wit- 
ness-stand and testifyiog to bis dense ignorance 
of pretty much everything connected with 
the management of his own office. 
This, too, was evidently true enough. Whether 
Erskine was kept in office because he was a dis- 
tinguished incapable of the most imbecile type, 
or whether be was tolerated upon the sole condi- 
thon that be should let the office be run exzcla- 
sively by the 3 appointees, is immaterial 
now to inquire. His trial disclosed that while 
Erskine was Collector the office was run by the 
Riog’s appointees,—and that was all. The evi- 
dence in his case indicated, with irresistible 
farce, that the Ring operations here had been on 
altogetber too extensive a scale to have been 
simply the work of the distillers and of the 
miserable small-fry Gaugers, Storekeepers, and 
deputies in the Collector's office. The $5,000 
paid by Louis Rindskopf in response to the fa- 
mous dispatch from Chicago, signed A. & B., 
and ordering “ 5,000 bushels of wheat,” and to 
raixe which the Whisky-Ring generally contrib- 
uted, didn’t go to the small fry. The checks for 
$200 drawn monthly io favor of Revenue-Agent 
Conkling (Carpenser’s appointee), and which on 
the start were marked for che macher "—an- 
ee Boss - did not go to the Gangers, 
ztorekeepers, and other small fry.

A thing—say money—is valuable in proportion 


‘to the valuable uses it may be put to. Por many 


years the Government bas given its issues of 
hundreds of millions, with no promise to re 
deem [Every note bears on its face a promise to 
redeem.—Ep.], aud has restricted the legitimate 
use of that money, forbidding its use, to the 
amount of near $200,000,000 [$160,000,000} per 
annum, in the payment of import duties. Now, 
in spite of this adverse and pernicious legisla- 


tion, and before the Government hinted at re- 


sumption, brokers did exchange gold for it as high 
as 88 to 90 cents on the dollar, but which, for 


some inscrutable reason, after the pone of 
the Sherman bill, went down into the 70s (7). 
This practice, then, rather tends to weaken Tun 
Tarpunz’s theory, that, without a future cer- 
tainty, 

If the Government will receive the greenbacks 
for import-duties, it will so multiply the uses of 
that money that it will appreciate in exchange 
value, and cannot fail to reach par; since, if 
Government monopolizes the issuing of money, 
as it ought, the banks would much prefer the Gov- 
eroment paper to coin, as more facilitating to 
business, Gold, then, taking the multitudinous 
mixture of coins of the various portions of the 
world, and reducing them all to the American 
standard dollar, as a means of paymeut over 
bank counters and exchaoge. would present 60 
many drawbacks thet legal-tenders, as a legal- 
tender for all dues. would be so much more de- 
sirable they would be at par and easily exchange- 
able into gold at a small fractien of 1 cent. 

Tae Tano (1 hope in no of ve sense) 
applies the epithet faction“ to the Independ- 
ents. Webster quotes Ames as authority for the 
declaration that a feeble Government produces 
more factions than an oppressive one; and also 
quotes James Madison, in the Federalist, as the 
author of this definition: ** By a faction I under- 
stand a number of citizens, whether amounting 
to a mivority or a majority of the whole, who are 
united, and actuated by some common impulse 
of passion or of interest, adverse to the rights of 
other citizens, or tothe permanent and aggre- 
gate interest of the community.” ‘ 

It would be difficult to show that the Inde- 
pendents come under Madison's definition, unless 
it can be shown that the bankers have an inalien- 
able right to furnish thé people with their cur- 
rency, and to justas largea bonus or subsid 
therefor as their own consciences might demand. 
The banks, on the one hand, demand all this; 
while the Independents, on the other, dispute 
their claim to the birthright. Who, then, are the 
factionists ? Certainly not the Independents. 

Tus Trisune asserts that the Independents 
„wish to ‘‘disclaim” all intent of specie-re- 
demption. This is wholly an assumption. 80 
far as lam personally acquainted, all the Inde- 
pendents are in favor of ie-redemption by 
the Government. Not the rman-bill sort of 
redemption, which would tax the nation to its 
utmost to borrow $350,000,000 in gold, give the 
banks time enough to collect all the greenbacks 
in Wall street, and then redeem solely for the 
behoof of the bankers, cremate the legal-tend- 
ers, and leave the dear people to fall back on 
augmented, irredeematie National currency, as 
their share of the fiscal inheritance; but to 
have the Government pay specie for its own 
notes whenever presented, and to pay them 

This is What the Independ- 

y a rfeleemable currency. 

I know that doubts exist of the ability of 
the Government to float so large a volume as 
that of the greenbacks and National currency 
combined (which is all they demand,—nota 
dollar for inflation); but, when we come to con- 
sider Kellogg's review of the haleyon days of 
specie payments, from 1848 to 1 under the 
best system of ejem he had ever indulged in, 
and find that the maximum average of specie- 
redemption did not exceed 1 per cont; and since 
no one suspects there ever bes “run” 
on the Government, for rims come of local 
causes and fears. - we may be tolerably safe in 
demanding that the Government shall, in the 
sense proposed, enter upon specie-payments at 
ence; apd 1 have no doubt, when the National 
Independent Convention assembles as Indian- 


polis, it will embody this demand in its plat- 


form, at least as a test trial, 

As one means towards bringing the green- 
backs to par with gold, the Independents insist 
that the Government shall cease jockeying with 
Gold-Room gamblers by refusing in the most 
important sense to receive ite own paper for its 
claims upon citizens, and thus diserediting its 
own notes te that extent; and they further de- 
mand that the Governmeot shall cease aiding 
the gold-gamblers, and inflioting most foul in- 
jury on the people's commerce, it, and in- 
terest, by purchasing ite own obligations at a 
discount,—thus giving the Gold-Room the ad- 
vantage of this pernicious practice, which would 
dishonor even the effete Government of the 
Grecian Archipelago. 

Let the Government stop this unfinancial 
habit. —let it receive its own notes for ali dues, 
—and it will, ie the opinion of all Independents, 
stop all recourse to the Gold-Room, apd practi- 
cally bring ius Own paper to par, and then we 
may obtain coin for paper, without objectionable 
or ruinous shaves. 

The Comptroller of the Currency. in summing 
up the blessings of the National Banks, says that, 
out of the. thirty-eight that have broken, the 
people have lost but $3,985,000. He does not 
tell us that the people have lost one penny by 
greénbacks, aside from common depreciation, 
which has been equal with that of the National 
currency. [They have not lost a dollar on the 

en banks.—Eb. }

Municipal Expenses of the City of 
Parise. 

Sixty-one million dollars is the sum called for 
to defray the public account of the City of Paris 
for the year 1876, one-third of which is for what 
are called extraordinary expenditures,—that is 
to say, expenditures not fairly to be regarded as 
a regular part of the municipal accounts. The 
estimate for ordinary regular expenses is, there- 
fore, $40,600,000. From this sum is to be paid 
all the money, interest, sinking-funds, ete., to 
provide for the publie debt of the city, which 
monevs foot up $19,400,000. Out of the $21,- 
200,000 that this will leave, there is assigned to 
the Police Department. $4,000,000; to public 
charities, $2,600,000 ; to the assessment aod col- 
lection of taxes, $2,150,000, aod there are left 
for the multitude of minor itema—for salaries, 
etc., and the current expenses proper of all de- 
artments not named above— 3 „000. Pub- 
ic instruction, primary aud other schools under 
the municipal administration, will consume 
$2,000,000 ; myoicipal, architectural, and deco- 
rative departments, $1,090,000; the administra- 
tive bureaus of the wards, $1,000,000; lighting 
the streets and promenades, $1,200,000 ; street~- 
cleaning, $4,009,000; and the sewers and water- 
supply, $1,150,000. It will be observed, of 
course, that the provision for the city debt is 
the formidable item. Yet, in the few years to 
come, this will be larger, for the city has not 
ceived the last installments of the debt 77 
tracted in the present year, and interest on We 
sums not yet paid in is, of course, not provided 
for. But the $19,400,000 is not all interest. 
Oa the contrary, a considerablé proportion is for 
a sinking fand, as the general law does not per- 
mit cities to contract debts without this provis- 
ion for their payment. Some, however, have 
been contracted for terms of sixty years. This 
law is practically ineffective, as. the city always 
coutracts one debt before it pays another.

THE ANNUAL MEESING. 
The annual meeting of the Newsboys’ Home 
Association was held in the building, on Quincy 
street, yesterday afternoon, J. McGregor Adame 
in the chair.

That 
there is plenty of room for improving the man- 
ner of conducting our elections, no sane person 
will deny, and that the purity of the bailot-box 
should be kept sacred, uo good citizen will ob- 
ject to.

This is 
the policy of one Pbarisaical church not 1,000 
miles from Chicago. Poor people, though some- 
times received, are far from being made wel- 
come in some of our churches. Mission churches 
are constructed not merely to gather converts, 
but to serve as asylums for the poor, whose pres- 
ence is au eye-sore to the purse-proud vor- 
shiper. It is a grand day which gives the peo- 
le of Chicago a minister and a church that 

nocks down these Pharisaica! barriers and pro- 
tensions, and places all who love the true, the 
beautiful, and good in Christianity, upon a dem- 
ocratic equality. Swing needs no higher honor 


than the pastorship of the People’s Church.

THE BARNABEE CONCERT. 
The mavagers of the Star Lecture Course 


made a very agreeable diversion in the rega- 
lar routine of the talking business, by the 
introduction of the Barnabee Concert Troupe at 
the Plymouth Congregational Church last even- 
ing. If ever there was a time when Mr. Barna- 
bee was needed in Chicago, it was last evening. 
The four days’ fog shut in again as thickly as 
ever at dark, the only relief being occasional 
spurte of rain and pretty regular drizzle. It 
was above aud all around, thick, murky, heavy, 
and penetrating, while under foot an additional 
luxury was found in liqaid mud and reeking 
gutters. It was a time for suicides, misanthropy, 
hypochondria, and caves of gloom. The advent 
of Barnabee, therefore, with his portfolio of 
quaintnees and humor was something in the na- 
ture of a godsend, and that the people appreci- 
ated it was shown by the liberal manner in which 
they flocked to the church. Had it been a reg- 
ular lecture instead of concert night, there 
would bave been much seriousness even to the 


verge of suicide; but Mr. Barnabee, for a couple 
of pours at least, dispelled the gloom and 
lifted the, fog, and kept his audience 
in the best of humor, assist- 
ed by the very excellent troupe associated 
with bim. He is so well known to Chicago 
audiences as a specialty singer—for out of his 
specialities be is but an average bass singer—that 
we hardly need say more than that he eaogswich 
his accastomed unction and effect, and kept bis 
hearers in constapt peals of laughter. His pro- 
gramme numbers were Hatton’s Days of Vid” 
and Parry's excruciating “ Bluebeerd,” and, in 
addition to these, he gave for encores *‘ The 
Sneeze” and Tue Cork Leg,” which kept the 
crowd in one incessant sbout of laughter. 

The rest of the singers, without being great 
artists or at all exceptional, made an excellent im- 
pression and filled out tne really musical parts of 
the programme in a very pleasant manner. They 
are strangers bere, but they were received with a 
cordiality such as is bestowed on old favorites. 
As a quartet, we bave rarely, if ever, had four 
voices harmonizing and blending more closely 
or singing in better tune. The soprano, Mrs. 
Carter, an exceptionaily high voice, and one 
that is young and fresh and of beautiful quali- 
ty throughout. Her opening number was an 
ambitious one,—‘‘ Lace di quest 'anima,”—bat 
she acquitted herself most creditably in it, 
aod displayed very neat executive powers. 
Miss Holbrook, the alto, has a very pleasant 
voice, as well as powerful, but it is most effect- 
ivein the quartet. Of Mr. Winch, one of the 
heroes of the last Cincinnati Festival, we hardiy 
need speak, as be now has a national reputation 
as ove of the best light tenors of the country, 

ing not only a wonderfully sweet, pure 
voices, but also an elegant method of singing. 
Both his singing of Allens “Maid of 
Athens,” and the encore, “The Exile Leaves 
His Native Land.“ were gems of ballad 
execution. The violinist, Mies Persis Bell, has 
an excellent tone, and a remarkable techuique 
for a lady, but lacks in warmth, and plays in a 
rather unimpassioned way. Her performance 
of Eichberg's Puritani fantasie was encored, and 
in reply she gave the ballad I dreamt I dwelt 
in marble hails” in a somewhat mechanical 
manner, but with great action to tbe 
audience.

_ THE FALLS OF ST. ANTHONY, 


A Wall Forty Feet High te Hold Up 
the Mississippi tiver. 
Minneapolis Corresvondence New York Graphic. 

I send you berewith a plan for the gigantic 
work now being prosecuted by the Federal Gov- 
ernment at this point to preserve the Falls of 
St. Anthony aud the vast water-power from de- 
struction, and, asa final end, to maintain the 
600 miles of steamboat navigation in the Missis- 
sippi River above this city. Itis one of the 
largest, most necessary, and profitable pieces of 
internal improvement now being prosecuted 
within the limits of the United States. 

The river at this point, after * 
for 600 miles, suddenly drops over a limestone 
ledge and falls 50 feet in one plunge, creating 
the * available water-power in the world. 
Since Father Hennepin uamed the fall, 200 
years ago, it bas receded neariy half-a-mile up 
the river, aad the water-marks along the bank 
prove that the fall at one time was at Fort Snell- 
ing, 8 miles below. ‘This constant retreat 
of the fall is caused by the breaking away and 
dropping down of the limestone stratum, as it is 
uodermined by the backset at the foot of the 
cataract. The limestone ledge is only from 9 to 
to 15 feet thick, and runs out in a bed of 
sand a quarter of a mile above the briuk of the 
fall. If thie obstruction to the ¢chanoel should 
wazh out, or, if a new channel should get under 
it, the water-power bere and the hundreds of 
miles of navigation in the river above would 
be forever destroyed. To prevent these ca- 
lamities is the object of the pending improve- 
meuts. 

The peril of the falls was greatly increased 
seven years ago by a foolish project of the 
Tunnel Manufacturing Company, which exca- 
vated in the sandstone, under the 4 
tunnel the whole length of Hennepin Island, its 
purpose being to serve as a tail race under the 
sites of manufactories to be built. Water was 
to be received above the fall ed 
below it. The precious work bad proceeded to 
the foot of Nicollet Island. where, in October, 
1869, the tunnel was invaded by the waters of 
the Mississippi River. The original tunnel was 
6 by 6 feet, but the rasbing waters soon exca- 
vated a sluiceway through the soft sand rock 
1644 feet high and frome10 to 90 feet wide. 80 
much of the sand rock speedily washed out that 
large masses of the superincumbent lime rock 
fell into the tunnel. 

Rude coffer-dams gpl ig to keep the 
river io its channel, if ible, but there were 
new breaks through the limestooe, and the de- 
struction of the whole water-power was serious- 
ly threatened. After the citizens had taged 
themselves heavily the Federal Government 
came to their assistance.

The 
lower wall, or dike, as being the most immedi- 
ately necessary, is being built first. Two hun- 
dred men d working in three relays, night and 
day, ou the immense structure. The sustaining 
wall, just above the fall, is uoderneath the lime- 
stone ledge (which rests upon its Sop) aad ex- 
tends from one bank of the river to other. 
It 1s 1,850 feet in length (more than a third of a 
mile), 40 feet high, and 4 feet thick. Its base is 
70 feet below the water-level, and some 20 feet 
lower than the foot of the fall. This, it is bo- 
lieved, will effectually prevent the breaking 
through of any new chaonel. It is said that the 
water has never gone more than 17 foet into the 
sand rock to do any This peculiar 
silicious formation runs down for 1,000 feet. 
but it is quite firm and solid below the bottom of 
the dike. 

Tbe construction of this wall ia now being 
pushed rapidly by Mr. J. L. Gillespie, C. E., in 
charge. The cut of the wall, 40 feet high, bas 
been excavated nearly to the Minneapolis (west 
shore, and the concrete of cement aod 
stone is more than half fliled in. I was in there 
to-day, shielded with rubber and armed with a 
torch, as if for a journey in the Mammoth Cave. 
And it is almos: as weird and ghostly—a trip 70 
feet beneath the 1238 Down in deeper 
pits and off in side shafts as in a coal mine, 
workmen are swinging and shovels in dim 
light, cars are rashing by on subterranean tram- 
ways, pumps wheeze asthmatically, and buckets 
go up and down, drawn by the arm of the steam 
pass shakes Hennepin Island far over-
